A prominent official of the Canadi- 
an Pacific Kuilway, in a recent lutter 
to u friend in this city, gives some 
facts of interest relative to that great 
overland eiiterjiriso. He says:" 

We have not operated the road dur- 
ing the ])resent winter simply because 
the- track laying was not complete 
until tlie middle of Novembi;'!-, when it 
was too late ttj lini.sh the liallasting, 
and provide the iieceMsury side trackv, 
water tanks, station buildings, etc., 
but we left a corps of ••ngineers in the 
mountains to watch the action of the 
snow, and the resulta prove conclusive- 
ly that our anticipations .were correct, 
and that our lino, with a few short 
snow sheds, perhaps 2,000 lineal feet 
in all, will be safe every day in the 
year. .We have not spared any money 
to make ab.<iolutely sure of being able 
to operate the road without any inter- 
ruption whatever. We will commence 
running through passenger trains with- 
in a few weeks, jirotty surely by the 
last week in May, and then the jiuhiic 
will have an opportunity to compare 
our mountain s(?ction with the other 
Pacific railways. In thoroughness of 
construction no other railway crossing 
the uiountains oonipares with the Ca- 
nadian I'afrilic, and no other will bo op- 
erated with such absolute certainty. 

There is no truth whatever iu the 
statement that there is any alkali coun- 
try on the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
between VVinnipe^ and the mountaina. 
There is not half a, mile of alkali land 
in the whole distance.

GUAMBERLAIN'8 INTRIGUES. 

Wliile thero arc iiu doubt many tnom- 
bera of llie liiitisli c'iiiuiiioii3 who a8i)ii-e 
to tho pruiniorihip of Great Lritaiii, the 
means to tho end iiru, neceaaarily, with 
the greater uf them, vaguely classed as 
fortuitous. This is by no means tho ouse 
with Mr. Chamberlain, leader of tho radi- 
cals and proaidontof the local governmunt 
board, whose anxiety to step into tho 
shoes of tiie "grand old man" is so great 
as to have induced him to tempori/.o with 
the Irish party for their support. Glad- 
stone's refuaal to tacitly acknowledge him 
as his politfottl successor hns deeply njor- 
tified Chamberlain, and in the 'ohdoavor 
to anticipate the tardy action of tho pre- 
mier in tho formulation of an Irish pro- 
gramme, ho unuounced a plan of his own, 
embracing a system of peasant proprie- 
torship under the legend of "Three Acres 
and a Cow." This basis was deemed by 
Gladstone as unsatisfactory and prema- 
ture, and he publicly repudiated any en- 
dorsement of it. Iti Ilia heart, Mr. Cham 
lain ia thoroughly opposed to iiotne rule, 
and when he first heard of (iladatono's 
oonveraion to it, his rage, it is said, know 
no bounds; so much so, that it was only 
upou the airenuoua advice of follow poli- 
ticians that he oonsented to delay his re- 
venge and thereby make it more elaborate. 
Tho result was the issuance, on the eve 
of tho genorul election, of his programme 
of "Throe Aoiea and a Cow," which Qlad- 
atone so sharply resented aa 
unauthorized. The effulgence of 
that propoaitiou has since boon 
eclipsed in disoussing the probable 
details of the more matured raeaiure 
which Gladstone was known to be prepar- 
in . But while urgently defiring thut 
Iruh members shall contintie to stay in 
the commoiis (instead of forming ti home 
parliament) and help him to overthrow 
English landlord -t and the houae of lordi, 
Chamberlain ia sufHoiontly nstate to recog- 
nize a change of English opinion in favor 
of home rule for Ireland. Therefore, con- 
forming hiins'^lf to circumatanco.H, ho dia- 
oreotly refrains from uncompromising op- 
position to home rule, but ruiaes the cry 
that England ia going to bo taxed for tho 
benefit of Irish landlords. Chamberlain 
is oommitied by his announced Irish poli- 
cy vhen re elected, and this side issue is 
at present the only means by which ho 
deems it possible he can bring about the 
defeat of Gladstone's measure for the re- 
lief of Ireland. Ho hoped by his secession 
from the liberal ministry, at a critical mo- 
ment, to weaken Gladstone's hand, and 
leave himself at liberty to vigorously at- 
tack the proposition of hia late patriarchal 
leader. Vvhothor or not a general election 
is tho result of the vote on the home rule 
policy of tho liberals, it ia known that it 
ia war to the knife in futtire, between 
Gladstone and Chamberlain. 

THE NATwIFaL LHAdUiJ. 

The London Times publishes the state- 
ment that there is a split in the Irish Na- 
tional Leacrue in America, and that the 
object of the conspiracy ia to wreck Par- 
noll. The reason for this ia not made very 
plain, but the ineinbera of the league who 
are concerned are aaid to bo political tra- 
ders of ovei'y shade of dishonesty, and who 
have been conniving for the last eighteen 
months to destroy I'arnell's influence 
From the course they have taken, they 
have forfeitHd the respect of many thous- 
ands of Irishmen in .\morica, but tiio sub- 
terfuges to which they have had recourse 
have been such as to defy public exposure. 
Finding that all past efforts have failed, 
they have g' own desperate and have sent 
word to Pamell that to retain the support 
of the Irish in America, it ia necessary for 
him to take stepa that will eventually lead 
to separation. Their desire is that the 
'ixtravagance of the demand shall incense 
tbe British public.and that such an exhibi- 
tion of anti Irish feeling will infuriate the 
Iriah, who will again resort to measures 
of retaliation. In the case of I'arnoll'a 
refusal to listen to the proposal, the con- 
spirators will send their calumnies abroad 
that he is no longer a faithful representa- 
tive of Iriah opinion; while if he consents 
to follow their instraotions he will lose his 
influence over the commona~and commit 
politiaal suicide. The names of the load- 
ers in tho plot are aaid to bo Sullivan cf 
Chicago, Boland of Colorado, Kerwin, 
and Feely, and Patrick Egan as willing to 
join them. Deeming tho present aspect 
of the question to be fraught with another 
appeal to the voters of GreatBritain, these 
men have staked their political standing 
with thoir countrymen on the hope of re- 
moving Parnell, and of instigating a revo- 
lutionary movement in Ireland. 

THE NEW WESTMINSTER 
BRANCH. 

The suapension of the work on the 
New Westminster branch railway by the 
Canadian Pacific railway company should 
net, as an evening contemporary assorts, 
ba permitted to cqlitinue.. Should not, 
for the sake of the railway company, 
which will moat surely bo hold to its 
agreement to construct and complete bo- 
fore the SIst day of December next, and 
thereafter maintain and operate the same. 
Having depoditod substantial security for 
the observance of these conditions it is 
absurd for them to even infer that they 
can, at liberty, repudiate their obligation. 
The agreement, aa wo mentioned before, 
was already drawn, signed, and both par- 
ties to it are bound by its exact provisions, 
and no modification or alteration can 
be made unless both are willing to thut 
effect. Therefore, however desirous tho 
government may be to enforee the non- 
employment of Chinese on tha work of con- 
struction, the absonuo of aueh a provision 
in the original agreement takes from them 
the power to insist that such labor shall 
not be utilized. As wo view the matter it 
stands thus: The government have com- 
pleted an agreement with the company that 
the latter shall receive a certain cousidera- 
tiou for tho faithful porfqrmanoo of a cer- 
tain piece of work, and aro legally (as well 
BB morally) bound to observe their part of 
the agreement. The resolution voting a 
sum similar in amount to the promised eou- 
sideration, but hampered with a stipulatiou 
that prevents its appropriation, cannot, 
perhaps, be utilized.' The government, 
nevertheless, in \ 'carrying out its 
part of the- bargain, can and 
no doubt will pay from tho treasury to 
company the sum of §37,000 upon the 
due fulBlmenl of tho agreement, If they 
do not do this, c, breach of the agreement 
on their part (if tho lapsus were made a 
subject of litigation by tho company), 
would involve the country in far greater 
expense, and then mayhap, leave the 
branch unconatructed into I ho bargain. 
The dillorenco is that if the money had 
beer, voted without the Chinese stipula- 



tion the bonus could have been paid with- 
out any subaequent reference to tho house. 
If the company fulBl their part the money 
will have to bo paid, and it will be nioriil- 
iy incumbent on the houae to endorse it. 
A repudiation on* their part would 
only end adversely to the province, aa 
would a repudiation now on the part of 
the government. The author of tho 
article in last evening's Times (Mr. 
Boaven) should have been tho last man 
to attempt to mystify tho people of New 
Weatminater and the public generally; 
for he it was who moved to the money 
vote BO useless a rider — useless, because 
impossible to inaert in the completed 
agreement. It would have cuni'j from 
liim with far bettor grace to put his iianio 
down for §1,000 to l,ho guarantee fund 
now being raised by tho citizens cf New 
Weatminatsr, and which none better than 
ho can kui-nv will never he needed.

ENGLAND. 
London, April I'J. — The h(juaa of com- 
mons was again densely crowded this 
evening, as a result of the extended aii- 
nounoement that Lord Randolph Church- 
ill would attack Mr. Gladstone's home 
rule bill. Among coniiorvativos and whigs 
there was intense intere.<it in Imrd llin- 
dolph'a efforts. Lord Kindolph Church- 
ill, by virtue of his motion to adjourn at 
the last session, having the tl'ior, reaumod 
the debate on Mr. Gladstone's request for 
permission tu mtroduce the home rule 
bill. In the course of hia speech he aaid, 
after consideration tho scheme involved 
such a complicated and inextrio iblo ni iaa 
of contradiction thai if anybody bo-idos 
Mr. Gladstone had proposed ir, it never 
would have been taken seriously [Cheers ] 
It was hedged abiuit with such fanciful 
and eccentric guarantees for the integrity 
of the empire that the i«peakor was aston- 
ished at Parnell's acquiescing. He hud 
vainly searched all tho authoritiea, ancient 
and modern, for a precedent for Mr. 
Qladatono's ordori, which were to compose 
the proposed Iri/h iiarlianienl. The first 
order was intended to mpocially represent 
the property, and it was worth attention. 
That great leader of the great liberal par- 
ty had chosen such an antiquated and dis- 
carded machine aa prcqiei ty iiualiLiciiLior, 
for tho electorate of this rtrst order. Tho 
second order was also elective. Uulh 
orders were to sit together. Each 
could demand the exercise of the right to 
vote separately, and one order could veto 
any measure brought in by tho other. 
Take a simple illuatration of liow this 
would work in practice, anppoao 
the new parliament should proceed tu the 
election of a speaker. Assume th»c ib.n 
popular party carried the election fur their 
candidate; the property party by v 'ting 
separately could veto the choice, and ihei;, 
in consequence, for three or fdur years 
the eleciion of a speaker would ho sus- 
pondod. [Laughter.] Tho aanie thing 
would appear in all ilioso cases in which 
oMe order should chose tu veto the action 
of the other, such an, for instance, the 
questions of rules of procedure or budget 
proposals. The prenuor, continued Lord 
Randolph Churchill, endeavored on 
Thursday laat to show that the tlacal unity 
of the kingdom would not bo aU'ected by 
the retention in the hands of the British 
parliament of the power of collection of 
customs aud excise. Now, if this wen- 
done, what v/ould become (jf that anciov.t 
Btitidll right of taxation and rtqireaenia- 
'tion going together I [Cheera ] The 
speaker then went on to analyze tho. re- 
ceipts and diaburaements of ihe imagin- 
ary Iriah budget for the purpose, aa ho 
said, of showing that Mr, , Gladstone's 
proposal to maintain the fiscal unity of 
the" empire while giving Ireland homo 
rule, was altogather nntrualworthy . 
He then pointed out the amount 
which the premier had tiamed aa that 
which Ireland would every year contrijjute 
under home rule to the imperial treasury ns 
a contribution for the beueat of imperial 
unity, was of an extremely illusinnary and 
precarious character. On the question of 
Ulster, ho asked if an Irish government 
could pay its way if I'ltiter were withdrawii. 
That the English govemniont couUl not 
make up its mind in n-gard to I'lster proved 
the most insoltiblo cliiiractur of homo rule 
prospect. The premier jiistiliod his pro- 
posals on the ground that Ihero were t ighty- 
aix homo rulers in tho honso, Imt why .should 
the voices of eighty-six Irish uu-iubers pvit- 
vail over the voices of u« l othur mombor.sV 
Mr. Gladstone's proposals had given tho 
natioualistB an, anormoua advautage. He 
had listened to many of Mr. (iladstoue's 
apoe'jhea, tho charms of which were des- 
cribed aa being like tho eitecta of mor- 
phia; tho sensation under tho operation 
was transcendent; tho awakening was 
bitterly painful. In coticluaioii, the speak- 
er said that the elfer'. l'' the bill would be 
to free Ireland 'rom .'^e supremacy of 
parliament and sovereignty of tho queen. 
Ho regretted that it had nut been deemed 
consistent with tho cuatoma of the house 
to take a divisiim on Mr. (Jlad.ilono'a 
motion for leave to introduce a bill, but 
the day of decision would speedily arrive, 
when tho house would vote against the 
proposals, whieh were desperate, uneon- 
atitutional and misleading. [Loud cheers.] 
Mr. Russell, attorney-general, taunted 
Lord Churchill with infusing into his 
apeech prejudice and passion. Lie wont 
on to contend that the bill docs not 
attack the imperial parliament or crown. 
Aa to Ulster, tho bill gave Protestants aud 
CutboiicH the same rights. It was now time 
for Ireland to govern itself. 

TUB SI>K£CHEa DI8APl>OINTrN(l . 

London, April 12. — To-night tho speeohe.s 
in the commons caused disappointment. 
Lord Churchill's speech lacked the wanted 
point and energy of the orator, while that of 
Mr. IluRSc-11 -was a labored effort and fell 
tiat. Sir Michel Eioks-Boach will cIohu tho 
debate to-morrow. 

NEW ZK ■ LAN I). 
WELUNaroN, April 12. — The Now 
Zealand cuaBting steamer Taora has 
been wrecked between Wellington and 
Christ's church. A heavy gale prevailed 
at tho time. Three boata were launched, 
but each was speedily capsized. Twen- 
ty-nine persons were drowned; only two 
pansongera were saved.

Winston's friends that in boiiinning an 
action they had boon guilty of an india- 
cretion, and then awaited developments.

We 
betray no confidence in publishing it: 
"Chicago, April 10, 'SC.— W. E. Stone, 
E-q. — My dear sir: Referring to a libel 
suit commenced by Mr. F. H. Winston 
against your paper, I am convinced by 
careful reading of tho letter published in 
tho Daily News of April 7th, that there is 
nothing libelloua in the publication. My 
fatherHcted too hastily in the matter, bo- 
oauae had not sufficient knowledge of tho 
character or contents of the letter, and 1 
shall myself take the responsibility of or- 
dering tliesuit dianiiased, I do this as a 
matter of simple justice to your paper, 
which I believe was actuated by no mal- 
ice and did not desire to want to only in- 
jure ray father poraonally.

SOUTHERN STATES. 
Gai.vk3ton, April 1?. — The News San 
.Antonio special says: Twelve hundred 
and thirty-two laborers in tho employ of 
,Iucob Marahall, contractor for street im- 
provements, struck thia morning for 
81 25 per day of eight hours. Tho men 
had been receiving 81 for a day's labor of 
ton hours. The contractors informed the 
men that it was iniposaibla to comply 
with their demands as he had taken tho 
contract estimating labor at SI per day (jf 
ten hours. The strikers proceeded to 
Powder hill and compelled the men work- 
ing there to throw down their picks. 
Later in tho day about forty laborers told 
Ihu contractor that they desired 
to return to work, but that they wore 
threatened of being stoned if they did so, 
Tho contractor promiaed they should bo 
protected, and they went to work. Those 
who still held out were persuaded to re- 
tiro without offering any violence. Tho 
atrikera aro of different nationalities an<t 
without leaders.

Sir 
Hector Langovin said that all the papers 
which were iu tiie uitereat of the country 
to do 80 ware either brought down, or 
would be as early aa poHsiblo. White, 
minister of tho interior, accused lilako of 
not boing candid witli ihe bouiu in this 
matter, aa all the papora that were mate- 
rial to thu caao wore on the table and tha 
government had nothing to conceal. Hull 
moved an amendment that the houao ox- 
preaaod its aatisfaction with what papers 
were laid on the table'. Cameron (Hu- 
ron) moved an amendment to the amend- 
ment that Blake having stated that thoro 
are more documents in the hands of the 
government, tho latter show delay, ne- 
glect and miamanagoinont in the affairs of 
tho north west, and that thoroforo a select 
conimittoo bo appointed with power to 
oxamiiiu witnesses on oath. Thia waa 
lost, 111 to.49. 

The original motion was afterwards 
carried.
